Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1946, 
including  as  well  certain  figures  for  the  years  1944  and  1945.  Thi3 
Report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  various  statutory 
requirements  and  directions. 

In  preparing  the  Report  every  effort  has  been  made  to  avoid  the 
inclusion  of  redundant  matter,  and  to  confine  comment  to  those  objects 
where  it  is  felt  to  be  merited.  This  has  been  done  on  the  grounds  of 
economy  to  keep  the  cost  of  preparation  as  low  as  possible. 

Vital  Statistics  call  for  no  comment,  and  there  is  no  material 
change  in  the  General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area.  The 
position  os  regards  Infectious  Disoase3  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  one  very  unsatisfactory  feature  is,  however,  the  absence  of 
adequate  provision  for  sanitary  inspection  of  the  area.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  steps  will  be  taken  to  remedy  this  in  the  near  future. 

Until  such  steps  are  taken  it  is  impossible  for  the  Council  to  comply 
with  it 3  statutory  duties  as  a  Local  Authority. 

This  is  the  last  Annual  Report  I  shall  submit  to  the  Council,  and 
in  doing  so  it  is  my  desire  to'record  my  appreciation  of  such  help 
and  assistance  as  I  have  received  whilst  holding  the  appointment  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  I  am  particularly  indebted  to  Mr.  Morris, 
Clerk  to  the  Council,  for  his  unfailing  assistance  and  co-operation.

Lab or at ory  Facilities 

As  regards  Bacteriological  investigations,  these  are 
adequately  provided  by  the  Public  Ke&ith  Laboratory,  St.  Edmund’ 3 
Chambers,  Bank  Street,  Lincoln.  Chemical  analyses,  when  necessary 
have  been  carried  out  by  Mr.  W.W.  Taylor,  Public  Analyst, 

Nottingham. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

(a)  Accident  and  General 

General  and  Accident  ambulance  facilities  are  provided  by  a 
voluntary  Committee  which  maintains  a  modern  vehicle  and  provides 
an  adequate  service  for  the  Urban  District  and  surrounding  Parishes.

(b)  Infectious  Diseases 

The  Urban  District  remains  dependent  on  the  service  provided 
by  such  Authorities  as  accept  cases  of  infectious  diseases  from  it 
in  their  Isolation  Hospitals. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  as  Education,  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare,  and  Tuberculosis  Authority  provides  the  appropriate 
services  required  of  it  by  Statute  at  Horncastle,  and  a  Clinic  is 
maintained  there  by  the  County  Council.

Some  patients  find  It  more  convenient  to  go  to  the  Clinics 
provided  by  the  County  Council  at  Lincoln.  These  Clinics  are  held 
at  10  a.m.  on  Fridays. 
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There  is  no  doubt  t licit  the  institution  of  a  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
at  Woodhall  Spa  would  be  of  great  value  ,  and  would  make  the 
advantage  of  this  service  available  to  many  mothers  and  children 
who  at  present  find  difficulty  in  travelling  six  miles  to 
Horncastle  Clinic.  The  benefit  of  this  would  not  be  confined  to 
the  residents  of  the  Urban  District  alone. 


HOSPITALS 


General  Hospitals 

The  County  Infirmary,  Louth,  under  the  Administration  of  the 
Lindsey  County  Council  is  available  for  residents  in  the  Urban 
District.  This  hospital  is  fully  equipped  and  staffed  and  provides 
every  necessary  service. 

The  voluntary  hospitals  serving  the  District  are  the  Lincoln 
County  Hospital  and  the  Horncastle  War  Memorial  Hospital  and 
Dispensary.  These  institutions  perform  their  functions  in  an 
entirely  satisfactory  manner. 

The  Alexandra  Hospital,  Woodhall  Spa,  the  only  hospital 
actually  situated  in  trie  Urban  District  is  reserved  for  the 
treatment  of  Rheumatic  Diseases. 


Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals 


No  arrangement  exists  at  present  with  any  Hospital  Authority 
for  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases,  isolation  and  treatment 
of  cases  must  be  arranged  as  and  when  they  arise,  and  for  this  the 
Local  Authority  is  dependent  on  the  goodwill  of  such  neighbouring 
Authorities  as  arc  prepared  to  accept  these  cases.  It  is  obvious 
that  this  is  far  from  satisfactory  in  a  District  which  assumes  the 
role  of  a  Holiday  Resort.  However,  there  is  every  reason  to  hope 
that  this  situation  will  be  improved  when  the  National  Health 
Services  Act  comes  into  force,  as  the  provision  of  infectious 
diseases  hospitals  will  then  be  the  obligation  of  another  Authority. 


Tuberculo sis  Hospitals 

A.s  with  all  other  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis 
Hospital  and  Sanatorium  treatment  are  arranged  by  the  Lindsey  County 
Council,  either  in  Its  own  institutions  at  Branston,  Louth,  or 
Brumby,  or  by  arrangements  with  other  Authorities. 


Maternity  Hospitals 

Maternity  Hospital  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Lindsey  County 
Council  as  Maternity  and  Child  .elfare  Authority  for  the  District.

Water  Supplies 

The  Urban  District  derives  its  water  supply  from  the  Council’s 
Waterworks  on  Houghton  Moor.  Owing  to  the  large  number  of  troops 
stationed  in  the  area  during  the  ’War  extensive  additions  were  made 
to  the  storage  and  filtering  arrangements  at  the  Works.  These 
conditions  have  made  it  possible  for  the  Council  to  proceed  with  a 
scheme  to  extend  the  system  of  mains  to  cover  the  whole  of  the 
statutory  area  of  supply  which  includes  part  of  the  Horncastle 
Rural  District.  Included  in  this  scheme  is  the  construction  of  a 
water  tower  which  will  greatly  improve  the  pressure  at  which  water 
is  supplied  throughout  the  whole  Urban  District. 

During  1946  a  small  extension  was  completed  in  the  form  of  a 
loop  passing  through  the  Western  portion  of  the  Parish  of  Kirkstead. 

The  quality  of  the  water  from  the  Roughton  Moor  Works  is  good 
and  the  arrangements  for  filtration  and  chlorination  are  adequate. 

The  management  is  on  a  satisfactory  basis.  Ton  samples  of  water 
were  subjected  to  bacteriological  examination  during  1946.  Six  of 
these  showed  excellent  bacteriological  quality.  Four  showed 
evidence  of  the  presence  of  organisms  of  the  B.  Coii  group,  though 
no  B.  Coll  of  faecal  origin.  The  appearance  of  these  organisms  in 
the  Woodhall  Spa  supply  corresponded  to  similar  findings  to  a 
greater  degree  In  the  supply  of  the  Horncastle  Water  Company.  Now, 
a  main  exists  linking  the  Horncastle  Company's  supply  with  that  of 
the  Council,  and  from  this  link  i3  taken  a  supply  for  a  few  consumers 
who  are  situated  above  the  present  service  reservoir.  Also,  In  the 
past,  supplementary  supplies  have  been  taken  from  this  link  for  the 
whole  of  the  District.  In  view  of  these  bacteriological  reports 
and  the  fact  that  the  Council's  supply  is  more  than  adequate  for 
the  Urban  district,  supplies  were  discontinued  to  all  consumers 
except  those  above  the  reservoir  and  they  were  advised  to  boil 
water  for  drinking  purposes.  Thi3  w as  accompished  by  locking  the 
stop  cock  at  the  point  where  the  Horncastle  "link'*  joins  the  Urban 
District  reservoir  main.  All  samples  taken  sinco  this  was  done  have 
been  entirely  satisfactory.  As  regards  the*  few  consumers  still  on 
the  Horncastle  supply,  the  completion  of  the  water  tower  mentioned 
above  will  provide  sufficient  pressure  for  them  to  be  supplied  from 
the  Council's  Scheme.  When  this  is  done  the  Council  will  have 
every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  satisfactory  nature  of  its 
water  undertaking. 

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Urban  District  is  well  provided  with  sewers  in  so  far  that 
a  high  percentage  of  the  premises  is  connected  with  the  public  sewers. 
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However,  a  breakage  of  the  main  sewer  in  the  Broadway  towards 
the  end  of  1946  revealed  several  points  which  throw  doubt  on  the 
efficiency  and  adequacy  of  the  sewers  themselves.  This  breakage 
resulted  in  the  blockage  of  the  sewer,  and  examination  showed  that 
the  main  sewer  at  this  point  consisted  of  a  six  inch  pipe  some  9^- 
feet  in  the  ground  lying  in  running  sand.  Furthermore  there  did" 
not  appear  to  be  caiy  co-lateral  system,  although  the  layout  of  the 
District  at  this  particular  point  suggests  that  there  should  be. 

The  complete  failure  of  the  sewage  system  was  avoided  by  pumping 
tlx  contents  of  the  blocked  sewer  into  the  storm  water  system 
with  a  portable  pump  during  the  repair  operations.  It  is  felt 
that  in  view  of  this  and  the  fact  that  the  sewers  have  been  laid 
in  situ  for  some  50  years  the  Council  should  get  the  whole  of  the 
system  surveyed  by  a  Consulting  Engineer  with  a  vievif  to  obtaining 
advice  on  possible  improvements. 

Sewage  disposal  takes  place  at  a  small  works  to  the  South- 
East  of  the  town.  The  system  makes  use  of  settling  tanks  and 
sprinklers.  In  February,  1946  an  analysis  of  the  effluent  showed 
that  it  did  not  entirely  comply  with  the  recor mendations  of  the 
Royal  Commissioners  on  Sewage,  however,  the  Council  obtained 
expert  advice  on  the  works  and  it  appeared  that  the  conditions 
were  due  to  the  strain  imposed  on  the  works  owing  to  the  large 
numbers  of  troops  which  had  been  stationed  in  the  town  during  the 
War.  Some  alteration  in  the  clinker  content  of  the  filters  was 
recommended,  combined  with  an  alteration  in  the  method  of  operation 
of  the  works.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  put  these  recommendations 
into  effect. 

Rivers  and  °t reams 


The  River  Wit ham  forms  the  South-Western  boundary  of  the 
Urban  District  and  is  carefully  supervised  by  the  Lindsey  County 
Council  as  Rivers  Pollution  Authority.  The  South-Eastern  boundary 
of  the  Urban  District  is  a  small  stream  known  as  "the  Sewer11.  In 
February,  1946  complaints  were  received  that  this  stream  was  being 
grossly  polluted  by  the  drainage  from  Military  Camps.  The  complaints 
were  Investigated  in  co-operation  with  an  Army  Hygiene  Specialist, 


and  it  was  found

bed  and  banks  of  the  stream  -  the  substance  complained  of,  was  duo 
to  the  combination  of  lime  reaching  the  stream  naturally  from  the 
land  with  chemicals  in  the  purified  effluent  of  the  Army  sullage 
plant.  Though  it  was  agreed  that  this  deposit  was  In  no  way 
harmful  to  health  the  Army  Authorities  agreed  to  take  steps  to 
ensure  that  a  minimum  of  excess  of  the  Iron  Solution  used  in  the 
purifying  process  should  reach  the  stream.  Since  this  incident 
there  have  been  no  further  complaints  during  1946.

Swimming  Baths 

A  public  open  air  swimming  bath  is  situated  in  the  Jubilee 
Park.  This  Park  became,  during  1946,  the  property  of  the  Council 
and  the  bath  will  consequently  be  managed  under  Council 
arrangements.  The  purification  and  filtration  plant  is  of  modern 
design,  and  extremely  efficient.  On  taking  over  the  bath  the 
Council  placed  this  plant  in  the  hands  of  the  makers  to  ensure 
that  its  operation  during  the  coming  year  will  be  satisfactory. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  to  ensure  adequate . control  of  the 
residual  chlorine  content  of  the  water. 


Schoo 1  Hygl one 


There  is  one  Elementary  School  in  the  Urban  '-District.  The 
buildings  are  antiquated  and  cannot  be  said  to  reach  modern 
standards  of  school  hygiene.  In  view  of  present  circumstances  it 
is  too  much  to  hope  for  an  early  improvement  in  conditions.  A 
school  canteen  is  available  and  has  been  improvised  by  the  use  of 
a  Private  Hotel  building,  which  also  provides  several  extra  class 
rooms.  The  quality  of  meals  provided  is  excellent. 
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Health  Education 


In  April,  1946  an  Exhibition  showing  the  ramifications  of 
Local  Government  was  held  in  the  Church  of  England  School.  This 
exhibition  was  arranged  in  conjunction  with  the  National 
Association  of  Local  Government  Officers.  An  Exhibit  illustrating 
the  work  of  Public  Health  Services  was  arranged  and  attracted 
considerable  interest. 


Mosquitoes 


Early  in  194-6  it  was  decided  to  make  use  of  D.D.T,  as  a  means 
of  reducing  the  Mosquito  nuisance  in  the  Urban  District,  To  this 
end  the  Council  dealt  with  accumulations  of  water  in  public  places 
by  spraying,  and  the  ratepayers  were  circularised  with  detailed 
instructions  as  to  how  to  make  the  best  use  of  D.D.T.  Insecticide 
on  their  own  premises.  These  measures  met  with  considerable 
success  as  the  Mosquito  nuisance  was  considerably  less  during  1946 
than  previously. 


Factories 


There  is  no  record  of  any  work  having  been  done  under  this 
heading. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  AREA 


Since  early  1945  no  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  appointed. 

An  arrangement  exists  whereby  payment  is  made  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  of  the  Horncastle  R.D.C.  in  consideration  of  which  he 
deals  with  any  emergency  matter  in  his  spare  time.  It  is 
impossible  to  pretend  that  this  arrangement  i3  other  than 
unsatisfactory.  During  1946  the  Council  approached  the  Horncastle 
U.D.C.  with  a  view  to  making  a  joint  appointment  of  a  well  qualified 
Sanitary  Inspector  between  the  two  Authorities.  This  suggestion 
met  with  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  but  co-operation 
was  refused  by  the  Horncastle  U.D.C.  Since  then  the  appointment  of 
Sanitary  Inspector  has  be^n  In  abeyance,  although  a  member  of  the 
Council 1 s  staff  is  studying  for  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Certificate. 
In  fairness  to  the  Council  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  so  many 
neighbouring  Authorities  have  been  unsuccessful  in  obtaining 
Sanitary  Inspectors  owing  to  the  manpower  situation  advertising 
seems  to  be  a  waste  of  money  for  the  present. 


In  consequence  of  theae  circumstances  it  is  impossible  to 
give,  any  tabulated  summary  of  Routine  inspections  either  of 
ordinary  Sanitary  work  or  of  factories  under  the  Factories  Act  1937.

Ice  Cream 

It  was  found  early  in  1946  that  no  Register  of  ice  cream 
manufacturers  or  sellers  had  been  kept  in  the  Urban  District  in 
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accordance  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938,  Section  14.  Steps 
were  taken  to  remedy  this  and  all  premises  were  inspected  and 
Registered.  All  premises  were  found  on  inspection  to  be  in  an 
excellent  condition. 

Unsound  Food 


During  1946  forty-two  pounds  of  tinned  foods  we re  condemned, 
comprising  meat,  fish,  milk,  soup  and  vegetables.  Seven  pounds  of 
bottled  sweets  were  condemned  owing  to  the  bottle  having  been 
broken  and  splinters  of  glass  being  amongst  the  sweets. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
_ INEE C TI OUS  DISEA SL S 

During  the  three  years  under  review  there  has  been  no  serious 
epidemic  of  infectious  disease.  Throughout  the  whole  period  there 
has  not  been  a  single  civilian  notification  of  Diphtheria.  This 
is  particularly  satisfactory.  Scarlet  Fever  has  only  appeared  as 
sporadic  cases.  In  1944  eighteen  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were 
notified,  and  in  1945  twenty-five  cases  of  Measles.  No  cases  of 
Puerperal  Fever,  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever,  or  Enteric  Fever  were  notified 
throughout  the  whole  three  years.  The  Pneumonia  notifications  for 
1944  (apart  from  those  of  Measles  1945,  and  Whooping  Cough  1944) 
alone  during  the  whole  period  reached  double  figures.  In  many  ways 
it  is  not  surprising  that  this  disease  appears  most  frequently  in 
our  figures  for  Woodhall  Spa  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  a  larger 
than  normal  proportion  of  the  population  is  elderly  and  is 
consequently  more  prone  to  it. 

Another  satisfactory  point  about  these  figures  is  the  fact  that 
despite  the  large  numbers  of  troops  from  all  over  the  world  were 
stationed  in  the  District  no  increase  in  infectious  disease 
occured,  nor  could  any  be  attributed  to  importation  by  the  troop3. 

For  this  and  the  satisfactory  figures  for  service  notif Ications 
tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  excellent  Sanitary  and  Hygiene 
Administration  of  the  Army. 
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Tuberculosis 


During  the  three  years  under  consideration  there  has  been  no  abnormal  incidence  of 
Tuberculosis  in  Woodhall  Spa,  whilst  there  has  been  only  one  death  from  the  disease  in 
the  whole  period.  The  tabular  analysis  below  shows  the  position  as  regards  the  notifications 
of  new  cases.  No  action  was  taken  nor  was  any  necessary  tinder  the  Public  Health  Act 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925,  or  under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  Sec.  172

T]-)G  Ministry  of  Health  method  of  recording  as  sot  out  in 
Circular  193/45  was  adopted  and  steps  were  taken  to  obtain  records 
of  those  not  already  available.  This  involved  many  hours  of  work 
that  could  have  been  avoided  by  careful  record  keeping.  This  was 
dene  as  a  preliminary  to  offering  reinforcing  doses  to  all  those 
children  whose  parents  desire  it.  0ne  feature  of  minor  importance 
during  the  year  was  the  provision  of  sweets  by  the  Council  to  be 
given  to  every  child  on  the  occasion  of  immunisation. 

As  previously  mentioned  there  wore  no  cases  of  or  deaths  from 
Diphtheria  during  the  year.
